Par- 
ents, teachers and all others directly interested in sound edu- 
cational progress are urged to join the great work of intro- 
ducing the teaching of thrift in the schools of this country. 

“This work has for some time beentmaking steady progress 
and there is every reason to believe that the ensuing school 
year will mark the attainment of new heights in thrift eduea- 
tion. The introduction of the school savings bank by a Belgian 
school master in a Long Island village many years ago has to- 
day grown to gigantie proportions and a splendid work is being 
accomplished Millions of children have learned lessons of 
priceless value in saving money. Many successful men today 
owe some portion of their progress in life to the inspiration of 
the little school savings bank which they learned to love in the 
days of their childhood. 

‘But teaching children just to save money is not quite 
enough in the interest of a well-rounded thrift conception.
